Sib : In eompliauce witli the resolutions printed herewith, it becomes 
my duty to inform you that 2 cases of smallpox exist at Philadelphia, 
in the county of Philadelphia, in this State, in the person of two 
brothers named Clarity. 

The origin of the disease is in a cotton mill in cotton supposed to 
have been brought from a southern State. 

The following precautions have been taken : Eemoval of patients to 
the municipal hospital and vaccination of all operatives in mill and 
others exposed. 

You are authorized and requested by this board to take such further 
measures for the protection of your territory, in conformity with the 
terms of the resolutions, as in your judgment may be deemed necessary.
